Preparing Potatoes Which Have Been 


Kept Over From Winter 


Greater care than commonly is ex- 


ercip">d should be tascen in peeling no- 
te' 
Very often 20 per cent of 


t.ie potato is pared away. 
This re- 


sults not only in the waste of con- 
siderable potato but also in the loss 
of one of the most valuable portion* 
pf the tuber, since the soluble mineral 
salts are present in the material near 
the skin, which would be removed 
and thrown away. These salts can 


preserved by a more careful re- 


moval of the skin, as by shallow par- 
ing or rubbing, and also by boiling 
or baking the potatoes in their jack- 
ets. 


Paring 
before boiling, however, 


may be the most desirable method of 
cooking potatoes which through an 
undue exposure to light may have ac- 
quired d bitter taste, or those which 
have been kept until late in the spring 
since in this way more of the dit- 
agreeablc flavor is eliminated. 
Such 


potatoes may also be soaked be'ore 
cooking. 


While these methods may be desir- 


able with potatoes which have been 
exposed to light, 'they result in th» 
oss of considerabte food value w'th- 
ut compensating advantage* when 
applied to new or well-matured pota- 
toe,s. 
If such potatoes are boiled af- 


ter paring, they should be dropped 
nto boiling water msUad of being 
placed on the stove in cold 
water.

of one of the most valuable portion* 
pf the tuber, since the soluble mineral 
salts are present in the material near 
the skin, which would be removed 
and thrown away. These salts can 


preserved by a more careful re- 


moval of the skin, as by shallow par- 
ing or rubbing, and also by boiling 
or baking the potatoes in their jack- 
ets. 


Paring 
before boiling, however, 


may be the most desirable method of 
cooking potatoes which through an 
undue exposure to light may have ac- 
quired d bitter taste, or those which 
have been kept until late in the spring 
since in this way more of the dit- 
agreeablc flavor is eliminated. 
Such 


potatoes may also be soaked be'ore 
cooking. 


While these methods may be desir- 


able with potatoes which have been 
exposed to light, 'they result in th» 
oss of considerabte food value w'th- 
ut compensating advantage* when 
applied to new or well-matured pota- 
toe,s. 
If such potatoes are boiled af-

the body, and—a fact lass generaly 
known—tend to make the tissue* and 
fluids of the body alkaline, so counter- 
acting the tendency of meats, egg*, 
fish and like foods to create acid con- 
ditions. Since the body does it* work 
best when its condition is either neu- 
tral or slightly alkaline, potatoes, like 
most vegetablesfi perform an impor- 
tant function in the diet beside* fur- 
nishing energy producing material. 
This scientific fact justifies the cui- 
tom that is prevalent in many fami- 
lies of serving a goodly supply of po- 
tatoes or other vegetables with each 
helping of meat. 


Potatoes, however, while a valuable 


addition to a mixed diet, alone are 
not suited to meet the needs of the 
body because of their' poverty in pro- 
teins and fat. 
Of these latter' im- 


portant elements protein is furnished 
in meats, eggs, fish, milk, beans and 
similar foods, and fat in butter, ba- 
con, table oils, and the fats and oils 
used in cookery. 
Preparing Potatoes Which Have Been 


Kept Over From Winter 


Greater care than commonly is ex- 


ercised should be ta-ten in peeling po- 
tatoes. 
Very often 20 per cent of 


the potato is pared away. 
This re- 


sults not only in the waste of con- 
siderable potato but also in the loss 
of one of the most valuable portions 
of the tuber, since the soluble mineral 
salts are present in the material near 
the skin, which would be removed 
and thrown away. These salts can 
be preserved by a more careful re- 
moval of the skin, as by shallow par- 
ing or rubbing, and also by boiling 
or baking the potatoes in their jack- 
ets. 


Paring before 
boiling, however, 


may be the most desirable method of 
cooking potatoes which through an 
undue exposure to light may have ac- 
quired a bitter taste, or those which 
have been kept until late in the spring 
since in this way more of 
the dii- 


agreeablc flavor is eliminated. 
Such 


potatoes may also be soaked be "ore 
cooking. 


While these methods may be desir- 


lable with potatoes which have been 
exposed to light, 'they result m th-> 
oss of considerable food value w'th- 
out compensating advantages when 
applied to new or well-matured pota- 
toes. 
If such potatoes are boiled af- 


ter paring, they should be dropped 
into boiling water instead of being 
placed on the stove in cold 
water 


By the latter method there is twice 
the loss of prott'n, or tissue-building 
elements, resulting from the former 
The loss of mineral matter is about 
the same t>y fuch method.
